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The Examining Division saw a sizeable increase in registrations in 
the past fiscal year and the Division was aleo directly involved in 
several court proceedings. The most significant increases in registrations 
occurred in music (13.96); domestic books (9.1%) and works of art (10.1%). 
A most important court action involved a suit against the Register to compel 
him to register a claim to a SELI-SUPPORTING STAR-SHAPED PHOTOGRAPH BEARING 
PHONOGRAPH RECORD as a ‘work of art." The Circuit Court of Appeals for 
the District of Columbia upheld the rejection of this claim and said: : 

The Register may properly refuse to accept for deposit 
and registration 'objects not entitled to protection 
under the lav.' . . . We hold the (Register) was right 
in determining appellants’ device is not a work of art 
within the meaning of 17 U.S.C. 85 (g). 

The Division also mde a major contribution to the Program for General 
Revision of the Copyright law; members of its staff assisted in the research 
and eppeared as authors of important studies. Miss Ringer participated 
actively in the final stages of drafting H.R. 8873, which deals with the 
design problem and was sponsored by the Coordinating Comulttee (Designs) 
of the liational Council of Patent Law Associations. 

Renewal claims were registered for some famous works including Robert 
Frost's COLLECTED POEMS, Dos Passos' THR 42ND PARALINL, Pearl Buck's TH 
GOOD EARTH and SANCTUARY by Williem Paullmer. Renewal registration was 
aleo mde for ANNA CHRIGTIZ, the film in which Greta Garbo made her 
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talking picture debut with the importel line, "Gif me a visky.” Musle 
applications continued to reflect tiie headlines with titles such as: 

TAKS ME TO THA MOON MR. CALHOUN, SPACE SHIP ILIADYE, SPUTNIK LOVE, SPUTHIK 
TICK TOCK, BES BEEP BEE LARP (ROUND AND ROUND THR SPUTNTK GO), LaT Me Be 
YOUR SATBLLITS, and SANTA AND THE GATELLITR, among many others. Other 
topical titles included DENISE IN HGR NEW CHEMISH, ASIATIO FLU BUIES, ~ 
VICUNA, and WE WELCOME YOU ALASKA. ro and oore 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE EXAMINING DIVISION, 
COPYRIGHT OFFICE, TO THE LIBRARIAN OF CONGRESS 
FOR THE FISCAL YRAR ENDING JUNE 30, 1958 


LITIGATION 


During the fiscal year the Examining Division was directly involved in 
several important court proceedings, and its operations were affected by the 
results in other cases. There seems to be every likelihood that the increased 
number and complexity of problems now arising under the 1909 copyright statute 


will involve the Copyright Office in more and more litigation. 


Bailie & Fiddler v. Fisher 

A most important court action involved this suit against the Register, 
originally filed in the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia on Janu- 
ary 27, 1956. One of the plaintiffs had submitted an application for registration 
of a claim to copyright in a SELF-SUPPORTING STAR-SHAPED PHOTOGRAPH BEARING PHONO- 
GRAPH RECORD as a “work of art." The application was rejected and the plaintiffs 
sought to compel the Register to mke registration for the work as a "work of art." 

After pre-trial puoessdings in May 1957 » the plaintiffs filed @ motion for 
summary judgment on August 27, 1957. On fiegtenber 11, 1957, a motion for sum- 
mary judgment or, in the alternative, to dismiss the action, was filed on behalf 
of the Register. The answer for the Register was supported by a a esata 
points and authorities filed by the Office of the U.S. District Attorney. The 
Chief of the Division eoUeborated, id the preparation of the answer and memoran- 
dum. Oral argument was heard on September 17, 1957, and on September 27, 1957, 
Judge Letts, finding that there were no issues of fact, held that the Register 


was entitled to judgment as a mtter of law and dismissed the complaint. 
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Plaintiffs filed notice of appeal and a supporting brief. The defense os 
the Register was now shifted to the Appellate Section of the Deyartmen’ of 
Justice and the Chief of the Division worked with Mr. Herschel Shanks of the 
Department of Justice on the brief. Oral argument was presented to the Circuit; 
Court of Appeals (Judges Miller, Burger and Madden) on April 9, 1958. In the 
court below, the plaintiffs had argued the copyrightability of the star; in th 
Circuit Court they concentrated on the argument that the Register had no pewer 
to deny the application. 

On May 29, 1958, the Court in a per curiam decision affirmed the decision 
of the lower court and said: 

", , . [T]he Register may properly refuse to accept for deposit 
and registration 'objects not entitled to protection under the law.' 

. « « It seems obvious, also, that the Act establishes a wide range 


of selection within which discretion must be exercised by the Register 
in determining what he has no power to accept... ." Bouve v. 


Twentieth Century-Fox Film Corp., 74 App. D. C. 271, 273, 122 F. 
(2d) 51 (1941). The Register's discretion is not wcontrolled, 
but is subject to judicial review and correction. Ibid. 

We hold the appellee was right in determining appellants' 
device is not a work of art within the meaning of 17 U.S.C. 85 
(g). “A thing is a work of art," said the Ninth Circuit in Rosen- 
thal v. Stein, 205 F. (2d) 633, "635 (1953), "if it appears to be 
within tie bis historical and ordinary conception of the term art." A 
cardboard star which stands because of folded flaps does not fall 
within that conception. Affirmed. 


Mandamus actions affecting the Register are extremely rare--this is ths 
only action which has been filed during Mr. Fisher's incumbency--and the Bailie 
decision marks an important milestone in the authority and procedures of the 


Office. Whether plaintiffs will appeal to the Supreme Court remains to be see" 


Boucher v. DuBoyes 
This was a case in which the plaintiffs had filed interrogatories with 


the Chief of the Examining Division in an effort to support two arguments~=-— 
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first, that certain pieces of jewelry were properly registrable and, second, 
that the Copyright Office was correct in its refuesl to register certain modifi- 
cations of the same pieces of jewelry, where the modifications did not include 
copyrightable matter. On April 7, 1958, the Second Cirevit Court of Appeals 
affirmed a District Court judgment for the plaintiffs, upholding these arguments. 
The court also held that a copyright notice appearing on only one of a pair of 


earrings was sufficient. The Supreme Court denied a petition for certiorari 


on June 30, 1958. 


Ballentine v. DeSylva 

The decision of the Supreme Court in Ballentine v. DeSylva, 351 U.S. 570, 
handed down on June 11, 1956, is a landmark opinion in copyright law. The deci- 
sion upset theories held by attorneys and organizations working in copyright and 
two petitions for rehearing were filed. On October 8, 1956, these petitions 
were denied. | | 

The Office of the Solicitor General had filed a memorandum on behalf of the 
Register in the Supreme Court. The Court referred to this in commenting that 
"The Solicitor General has filed a helpful brief on behalf of the Register of 
Copyrights, as amicus curiae, in which the administrative practice of the Copy- 
right Office is discussed." It added (351 U.S. 570, at 578): 

« » » Although we would ordinarily give weight. to. the interpre- 

tation of an ambiguous statute by the agency charged with its 

administration, cf..Mazer v. Stein, 347 U.S. 201, 211-213; we 

think the Copyright Office's explanation of its practice de- 

prives the practice of any force as an interpretation. of the 

statute, and we therefore do not rely on it in this instance. 

Despite the explicit statement of the Court that it was not relying upon 
the practice of the Copyright Office, some attorneys who filed amicus briefs in 


support of the widow felt that the memorandum filed on behalf of the Register 
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had unduly influenced the Court, In the petitions for rehearing, they aLleaa, 
that the Court had been misled in its interpretation of the statute. They Ala, 
alleged that the reasoning of the memorandum was erroneous and misled the Cour, 
as to the practice of the Copyright Office. These attorneys saw the Solicito; 
General after the decision in an effort to secure his support for a rehearinz, 
The Solicitor General refused to support the petition. 

Several attormeys have visited the Copyright Office from time to time to 
research prior legislative history and Office practice. On May 1, 1958, as pay 
of a further effort to petition the Court for rehearing, a long letter was re. 
ceived calling upon the Office to make available internal memoranda and Office 
correspondence going back to 1897. On May 14, 1958, after consultation with +h 
Office of the Solicitor General, the Copyright Office stated that, in the opinj 
of both government offices, no basis had been presented for requesting the Sup 
Court to reconsider its decision. The Copyright Office has continued to make 
its public records ani Piles available » but there is no basis for opening cor- 


respondence Piles in individual cases or for disclosing internal legal memorand 


Vacheron & Constantin-leCoultre, Inc. v. Benrus, Inc. 
The Copyright Office denied two applications for registration of a clain 


to copyright in a watch face. The plaintiffs sued on theories of design patent, 
copyright and unfair competition. The court, on September 27, 1957, upheld 4 
design patent but stated that the Copyright Office had been correct in denying 
registration. The decision has been appealed to the Second Circuit Court of 


Appeals, and is still pending. 


Dodge, Inc. v. General Classics, Inc. 


In September 1957 the Office rejected applications for some fluted trophy 
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bases as being noncopyrightable. The claimant then sutmitted the same bases with 
smsll statuettes and registration was made on the combined bases and statuettes. 
Shortly after ‘this, the claimant filed suit against competitors using similar 
bases, alleging that he had secured copyright protection and registration on the 
pases alone. The claimant's theory was that, since the statuettes he had placed 
on top of the bases had been registered before or were in the public domain, the 
registrations were made on the basis of the bases. It turned out that prior 
registrations had been made for some of the statuettes. 

In this uncertain state of the court record, ‘plaintiff and defendant began 
+o call for depositions from the Copyright Office as to what had actually been 
registered and. the basis ‘of ‘its action, It was dlsaz that the Office had origi- 
mally rejected applications for the: ‘pases. alone; $ its action after that was sub- 
ject to conflicting interpretations. Toward the cigee. of the year, the parties 
filed requests for depositions but an effort was being made to agree upon written 
interrogatories. ‘At the same tine, » two other actions based upon the same trophy 


pases were filed in other federal courts. 


Stasny Music Corp. v. Santly-Joy, Inc. .:... 
In this case, the District Court in New York held that. the failure of the 


plaintiff to file notice of use of its copyrighted.music on mechanical instru- 
ments barred its action for unauthorized recording. Affirmed by the Circuit 
Court of Appeals, in December 1957, the decision is undoubtedly responsible, 
in part, for the increase in notices of use and notice of use titles recorded 
during the year. | 

GENERAL REVISION AND LEGAL RESEARCH 


As in past years, the Examining Division made 4 major contribution to the 
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Program for General Revision of the Copyright Law during fiscal 1958. The im- 
portant revision study DIVISIBILITY IN COPYRIGHTS by Mr. Kaminstein, with ‘he 
Supplement DIVISIBILITY OF COPYRIGHTS IN RELATION TO INCOME TAX by Mrs. Margolis, 
was issued to the public in February 1998, and Miss Ringer's study THE UN- 
AUTHORIZED DUPLICATION OF SOUND RECORDINGS was issued to the public in April, 
1058. Miss Ringer also contributed to the revision study NOTICE OF COPYRIGHT, 
which was issued to the General Revision Panel in November, 1957, and to the 
public in April, 1958. 

In connection with the general revision program, Mr. Fillion prepared sey. 
eral studies and did extensive research on the nanufecturing requirements, and 
Mr. Glasgow prepared a comprehensive study of the problem of "new versions.” Mrs, 
Margolis, Mrs. Kaplan, and Miss Ringer contributed to a general revision study y 
Alen latman entitled RECORDATION oF ASSIGNMENTS AND LICENSES, which will be dis- 
tributed to the General Revision Panel shortly. 

In addition to the. work done in connection with general revision, litigatica 
and the design bill, the Examining Division can point to considerable legal and 
operational research done by its staff during the fiscal year. Mr. Fillion did 
+ great deal of research in order to meet, the problens arising from the United 
Kingdom's areas to the Universal Copyright Convention. Mrs. Gaylord pre= 
pared an sictwnsiite ptaly reexamining the problem of editing in music. An articl: 
by Miss Ringer titled "The Canadian Royal Comuission's Report'on Copyright" vas 
published in the April, 1958, issue of THE BULLETIN OF THE COPYRIGHT SOCIETY oF 
THE U.S.A. Mr. Moore prepared a survey of Office practices with respect to 
state and federal. government publications, and completed a unique and valuabie 


summary of foreign terminology indicating type of business organization. Mrs 
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Secretan prepared studies and other material in connection with the problema 
of droit de suite and the concept of domaine publique payant. 

A simple listing of these studies, projects and papers can give no picture 
of the amount of time and effort expended on them. Because it is difficult for 
examiners and revisers to prepare these papers while maintaining their regular 
work on a current basis, much research and writing has been done on the employees’ 
own time. 

In addition to studies and research papers, the Examining Division has con- 
tributed in other ways to the program for general revision of the copyright law. 
Both the Chief and the Assistant Chief of the Division are regular members of 
the Copyright Office Revision Committee, making iecupmalations and tentative 
proposals on policy questions. Both have also drafted tentative chapters of a 


proposed Copyright Office Report on the revision project. 
DESIGN PROTECTION 


One of the foremost problems before the Examining Division in recent years 
has been the question of where to draw ‘the line in registration of claims to 
"works of art." As shown in Appendices A, B, and C, total registrations in the 
“art” classes increased substantially during the year, and the seriousness and 
urgency of the problem increased even more. The Bailie case, while reaffirming 
the Register's right to determine what are "works of art," offered the Examining 
Division little or no help in making these determinations. 

The Division is anxious to secure a legislative answer to this perplexing 
problem. Miss Ringer participated actively in the final stages of drafting H.R. 
8873, introduced on July 23, 1957, and sponsored by the Coordinating Committee 


(Designs) of the National Council of Patent Law Associations. During the rest 
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of the year she has spent much time on the design problem and on detailed con. 
sideration of various aspects of the bill. She prepared o summary analysis of 
the problem and the bill, which was sent to the General Revision Panel. on Jani, 
22, 1958, and she is the author of a note titled "Present Design Protection in 
the United States," which appeared in the February, 1958, issue of Taz BULLETT) 
OF THE COPYRIGHT SOCIETY OF THE U.S.A. Mr. Moore prepared a comprehensive sur- 
vey of design protection in the United States, which has been incorporated in 
one of the Unesco working documents of the forthcoming Intergovernmental Copy- 
right Committee meeting. Mr. Langerman and Mr. Secretan worked on bibliographi: 
of current U.S. publications and foreign statutory material on design protectic 
On July 12, 1957, Miss Ringer attended an all-day meeting of the Design Cy, 
ordinating Committee in New York City, and on the following day she, Mrs. Mar. 
zolis, and Messrs. Kaminstein, Wells, Fillion, and Glasgow attended the Panel 
Discussion on Designs at the Copyright Symposium of the American Bar Associ- 
etion's Annual Meeting, at which the Register spoke. Miss Ringer also attended 
and spoke at a Forum Commi ttee meeting on designs held in New York on November 
21, 1957 by the New York Patent Law Association, and at a meeting in New York 
of the Copyright Luncheon Circle on March 28 » 1958. She was a member of a 
Panel Discussion on Designs sponsored by the Section on Patent, Trademark and 
Copyright Law of the District of Columbia Bar Association held on May 20, 195% 


and attended by many members of the Examining Division. 


OTHER OPERATIONAL PROBLEMS 
Universal Copyright Convention 
With the coming into force of the Universal Copyright Convention in tae 
United Kingdom on September 27, 1957, the Examining Division for the first im 


felt its full impact on foreign registrations. The distinct decreases in the 
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total number of these registrations, particularly ad interim entries y are shown 
in Appendix B. These decreases were far more than offset by the number and com- 


plexity of the new registration and importation problems confronting the Book 
Section for the first time. 


Obscenity 

For the past two years, the Division has been plagued by a rash of "girlie" 
magazines which, in some cases » have been found to be obscene and nonmailable by 
the Post Office Department. Registration was withheld in a number of these 
cases, and conferences were held with the Post Office Department and the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

On December 30, 1957, the Librarian forwarded a request for an opinion of 


the Attorney General as to whether the Register of Copyrights has the power and, 


if so, the duty to deny registration of a claim to copyright in a work which 
appears to be illegal ér obscene. There have been further discussions with the 
Department of Justice but we have not yet received, the opinion of the Attorney 
General. In Janiuiry 1958, because of the question as to the power of the 
Register, the Division again began registering claims in works of this type with 
a warning letter stating that issuance of certificates did not imply that either 
the works or their use had been determined to be legal. The Office also indi- 
cated that it might, in appropriate cases, refer the works to other agencies in 


the Government having specific authority to deal with obscene works. 


Application Forms and Correspondence 
Beginning in March, 1958 the Office began the use of 17 new application 


forms (consisting of all the forms except R and U) which had been substantially 


revised in an effort to eliminate defects in the 1955 revision. The basic drafts 
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of the revised forms were prepared in the Examining Division, and Miss Ringer and 
Mr. Fillion spent a great deal of time and effort on them. The new application, 
appear generally to have been successful. 

In fiscal 1958 the Examining Division continued its efforts toward better 
and more efficient correspondence methods. The Division contributed substantial), 
to the following circulars and form letters, which were either issued for *he 
first time or completely revised during the year: UCCl, 15K, 15, SBA, 66, 43, 6, 
67A, 38, and 6. Mr. Reines conducted a comprehensive survey of Division corres. 
pondence which, we hope, can eventually be used to develop a guide letter pro- 
gram. With the generous help of the General Services Administration and lec- 
turers from National Archives, the Office sponsored a "Plain Letters" course. 
This correspondence workshop was attended by nearly everyone in the Division, 
and has resulted in a noticeable improvement in the length and effectiveness of 


our letters. 


Appeals 
There has been a noticeable increase in the number and complexity of appeals 


in the "work of art" and "print and label" categories. In these areas, the usval 
submission is by an attorney whose practice is primarily in the patent field and 
who is accustomed to the statutory appeal procedure of the patent law. As these 
attorneys become more familiar with copyright law, their appeals have grown mor 
detailed and answers require longer research and study. 

In the design area, the commercial value of the submitted work may be iw 
tant. An attorney is not likely to give up easily here and, in the last year) ” 
have had several important cases in which there have been three or four formal 


appeals and several conferences. These cases call for a combination of skill, 
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firmmess and diplomacy, especially in view of the usual discussion or threat of 


mandamus proceedings. 


Compendium 
During the year several chapters of the Compendium (a comprehensive collec- 


tion of Office practices and policies for internal Office use) were issued; the 
topics covered were Deposit Copies, Publication, Renewal of Copyright, Notice of 
Copyright, Assignments and Related Documents, Motion Pictures, Periodicals, and 
Citizenship and Domicile of the Author. The Examining Division assisted sub- 
stantially in the preparation of these chapters, and during the year worked on. 
additional chapters concerning the manufacturing requirements and works first 
published abroad. The Compendium has already — an invaluable tool in 
training new examiners, in achieving uniformity and consistency of practice, 
end in saving untold amounts of time. Each new chapter as issued results in a 


proportionate increase in the efficiency of the. examining operation. 


Procedural Changes | 
Fiscal 1958 mrked the institution of important new procedures in the 


handling of motion pictures, periodicals, assignments, and renewals. Various 
accounting and clerical duties, formerly performed by the examiners, were ab- 
sorbed by the Service Division, with resulting improvement in the efficiency of 
the examining operation. The experimental project for microfilming numbered ap- 
‘plications required basic changes in several Examining Division procedures, notabiy 
the procedure for handling "referrals"--applications returned by the Cataloging 
Division because of an error discovered after registration. A new procedure for 
handling "corrective entries" was instituted, and at the year's end the Examining 


and Cataloging Divisions were nearly ready to issue to their staffs a camprehersive 
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PERSONNEL AND BAR ASSOCIATION ACTIVITIES 

During the year several of the Sections particlpated in o series of per- 
sonnel exchanges aimed both at evening the workload and in broadening the mck. 
ground and versatility of examiners and revisers. It seems generally agreed tia 
the exchanges have been beneficial. 

The Office, the Examining Division, and the Renewal and Assignment Section 
suffered a blow in May, 1958, when Mrs. Eva M. Miller retired after more than 
39 years in the Copyright Office. Mrs. Miller had long been in charge of what 
continued to be known ais the "record section," and her conscientiousness, accu- 
racy, and talent for devising siete and efficient methods and procedures were 
truly remarkable. 

Miss Marjorie K. Wagner, a Reviser in the Music Section and one of the most 
valued employees in the Division, resigned on October 4, 1957 to go into librar; 
work. | 

Miss Ringer received a citation from the William A. Jump Memorial Foundsa-~ 
tion "in recognition of her exemplary achievement and special contribution to 
the efficiency and prestige of the public service." Miss Ringer was particularly 
cited for her outstanding contributions and exceptional skill in connecticn with 


the development of H.R. 8873, the new draft design law.

STATISTICS 


Registrations 

After holding steady for the last two years, the total number of regis- 
trations showed a relatively large increase (5.81%) in fiscal 1958. There was 
a large decrease in total foreign registrations (8.58%), including a striking 
47.33% decrease in total ad interim registrations which clearly reflected United 
Kingdom adherence to the U.C.C. 

The loss in foreign registrations was much more than offset by the 6.694% 
rise in domestic registrations. Most significant was the surprising 13.96% in- 
crease in music entries, although the 9.14% rise in domestic book registrations 
was also dramatic. Commercial prints and labels, reversing a trend, gained 
slightly, and the substantial increases in the art classes probably reflect the 
growing reliance on copyright protection by jewelry and textile designers. 
Renewal registrations sontinae’ to rise in number, while the large increase in 
photoplay registrations due to mass deposits of television films was offset by 
the decrease in registrations for other types of motion pictures, particularly 


newsreels. 


Recordations 
Both the number of assignments recorded, and particularly the assigrmex* 
title cards prepared, decreased in fiscal 1958. The same was true of certifies 


documents prepared. The 24.59% increase in notices of use and the 23.70% incre’ 
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in notice of use titles probably reflects a growing awareness, on the part of 
the music industry, of the importance of complying with the compulsory licensing 


formalities. 


Corre spondence 
Surveys of Examining Division correspondence appear to show at least two 


significant and hopeful trends: (1) an increase in the percentage of appli- 
cations passed for registration without correspondence, 46 against applications 
rejected and those requiring correspondence, and (2) an increase in the propor- 
tion of printed form letters used, as against typed letters. While it is prob- 
ably too early to be certain, we hope these trends are due to improvements in 


the Office application forms, instructional circulars, and form letters.
